Good Roads Like This Bring Farm er 
Nearer to City Markets. 


W hat are the things to he considered 
In locating the road? 
What “grade" 
should Im* maintained? 
How should 
the road be drained? 
W hat a r e the 
laws governing highway roust met ion? 
T here are i i few questions answered 
In extension circular BH dealing with 
country roads. 
M atters of prime consideration In 
locating it rend a re ; 
Easy g r a d es , 
good drainage, exposure to sunshine, 
elimination of culverts and bridges by 
avoiding unnecessary creek crossings, 
directness and the num ber of farms to 
tie served for a given length of road. 
W henever possible to avoid It, ii good 
location should not he rejected merely 
because ii certain roadway lins been In 
use for some time. 
If the location of 
a 
used road is had 
it 
should he 
changed lf possible. In relocating roads 
avoid railroad crossings at grad) s. 
'I'tie grade of the road Is important 
for on this depends the weight of the 
load which can lie hauled economically. 
By grade is meant the rise or fall iii 
feet for each 
BNI feet in horizontal 
length of road, usually expressed In 
percentage. 
A 5 per cent grade means 
Hint the road rises or falls 5 feet each 
IOO fort along Its center line. 
It has 
been calculated th a t on a smooth coun­ 
try road tile loud that one horse could 
pull on a level would require two on a 
5 p ercen t grade, three on a IO p ercen t 
grade and four on ii 15 per cent grade. 
Engineers usually figure a 0 per cent 
grade as a maximum. 
Road wotAt Iii Missouri lins not been 
as well nmtiaged us other public work. 
Projects hafve been too narrowly lim­ 
ited to localities, resulting iii frag­ 
m entary effort. 
Skilled locating and 
supervision of construction have been 
generally lacking. 
The remedies a re : 
First, a wider oo-opcrutloii and th e 
adoption of hroad schemes of improve­ 
ment, preferably with units no smaller 
than counties.

"W hat nre all these people doing 
here? 
An* they w ar workers?” 
“ No,” said the clerk. “They are win­ 
ter visitors.” 
“Well," said the man, “they have no 
business here. 
I have walked these 
streets all day trying to find a place 
to sleep. 
I am ordered here by the 
government to work, and so far as I 
can set* I must continue to walk the 
streets while these people who are 
here simply sight-seeing, or lonting, 
occupy the rooms, the tied* and the 
seats ut the dining tables.” 
Ile said It so loud that the winter 
visitors heard him and perhaps felt 
uncomfortable, hut ordinarily It Is not 
in the nature of the thoughtless ones 
to feel uncomfortable under such con­ 
ditions. 
lf it were not for the “doings" In 
Washington It would he h a r d to under­ 
stand why Americans want to spend 
the months of January, February and 
March in this town. 
The climate dur­ 
ing those months generally Is about 
as had as It Is at Drest, France, and 
this Is saying a lot.
